It is 
pointed out that any tillage 
which can be carried on to de- 
stroy all eggs in stubble land 
will reduce next year’s outbreak 
to such an extent that poison- 
ing will only be necessary along 
the edges of fields. Farmers 
are urged to keep in touch with 
the department at Edmonton, 
or the federal Entomological 
serviceat Lethbridge for further 
advice on the problem.

GOOD TURNOUT TO 
' HEAR ABERHART 


Wo. Aberhart, founder of a 
Social Credit syatem for AIl- 
berta visited Champion on 
Friday, October 5th to speak to 
a large audience. There were 
in the neighborhood of 350 
people present and all seemed 
very well pleased with the way 
the system was explained. 

The meeting was opened by 
Mr. Manning of Vulcan, who, 
atter a few words introduced 
Mr. Aberhart. Mr. Aberbart 
gave a full and very accurate 
description of the plan, which 
he believes would solve Al 
berta’s present atate of chaos, 
with over production and 
unemployment. 

Mr. Aberhart explained what 
was troubling many and that is 
how they were going tv create 
work to decrease the ranks of 
unemployed. This will be done 
by producing at home things 
that are at present impo: ted. 
For clothing the cloth would 
necessarily be bought outside, 
but instead of being imported 
as @ finished article the uncut 
cloth would be imported and 
garments made from it here, 
thus creating employment. 

Every man, woman and child 
will be given certificates signi. 
fying credit to a certain a- 
mount, A person if able, must 
necessarily work to earn these 
certificates, but if he is able and 
will not work, then he cannot 
expect to receive credits. 

The ,ist of the Social Credit 
plan is to equalize production 
and consumption in the pro- 
vince. If this can be carried 
through our present confusion 
will be replaced by a well 
ordered existence. 

Mr. Aberhart is devoting 
much of his time to Social 
Credit work and it is his sincere 
belief that it will solve Al- 
berta’s problem.
